Th en, a drop or two of boric acid 
solution is put into th e ey e and any 
injury to th e cornea will sh ow it­ 
self by a green stain produced by 
th e fluorescein 
Th e 
fluorescein 
will also sh ow injuries wh ich h ave 
occurred to th e conjunctiva or lin­ 
ing m em brane over th e ey eball. 
Other Trea tment 
Th ese injuries to th e cornea are 
also treated by putting th e ey e at 
rest, putting some antiseptic sub­ 
stance such as a sulfonam ide oint­ 
m ent in th e ey e to ward off infec­ 
tion and using preparations wh ich 
e th e pain

‘'Controlling a t home ten percent 
of the hu m an race, it offers leader­ 
ship to a fu rther 75 per cent con­ 
stitu ting the overwhelming m ajor- 
ity of Eu rope, 
Asia,

Sou th America. T hat challenge has 
had an initial 
su ccess. 
In 
every 
part of the world there are influ ­ 
ential grou ps which accept leader­ 
ship from Moscow." 
"We mu st convince Ru ssia that, 
[ on o u r own principles, we do not 
w ant to impede her living in her 
own ideology. Bu t we m u st eon- 
vince her we do not w ant a n ­ 
other ideology imposed where it 
has n o welcome." 
The significance of these state­ 
ments of cou rse rests in the fact 
that Commu nism is adam ant in the 
doctrine tha t religion is the opiate 
if the masses and m u st be elimin- 
■ited. Indeed. Commu nism is offered 
as a su bstitu te for religion. 
Now thu s is no contradiction of 
the circu mstance tha t 
the 
Soviet 
-ov< rnm ent is perm itting chu rches 
to condu ct services in Ru ssia. While 
chu rches 
are open, 
Commu nism 
never ceases its intensive campaign 
» gainst religion, and an im portant 
part of this is carried on throu gh 
V'Uth movements which deal with 
the more pliable minds of childhood. 
You can’t be a tru e Commu nist 
and believe in God

the

time. 
Bu t that isn’t the whole story. 
Qu ite apart 
from 
Commu nism, 
u ntold 
thou sands of 
people in 
Eu rope who came u nder the evil 
influ ence of Xaziism are bogged 
down spiritu ally, m orally and in 
mi rale, as I observed du ring my 
rece n t tou r of the continent. 
Hitler deliberately corru pted all 
he cou ld among his own people 
and the 
peoples 
of 
neighboring 
tatos who cam e u nder his control. 
He did this so that they wou ld 
assist, or at least not 
resist, 
his 
diabdical schemes for the enslave­ 
ment of conqu ered nations. 
That sou nds like fiction, bu t it 
*- all tco tru e. And this hcst of 
v.anderers constitu tes one of the 
c. : .st problems of rehabilitation. 
As they 
are now, 
their 
position 
I bu t hopeless. They are with- 
°u t gu idance, and in du e cou rse 
they are going to be cau ght u p by 
cne of two faiths—Red Commu nism 
Christianity.
